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Fewer Actors Coming Here 
Immigration Report Shows 


June Bulletin, Covering 


Last Month of Winter 


and First Month of Spring, Discloses 
Marked Decrease in Entries 


covering the months of February and 
of theatrical artistes had fallen off pr 

The report of W. W. Husband, Com- 
missioner-General of Immigration, just 
made public, shows that 
persons listed as actors entered the 
country during March His 
covering February showed that forty- 
seven actors entered the United States, 
one less than in March. 

In January almost double this number were 
recorded as having come in, the figure for tle 
first month of the year being 93. 

The emigration of actors from the Unit 
States took a decided leap during Mareh, ni: 
having departed for other countries, During 
February only three left the country, while in 
January ten left. 

The first three months of the current year, 
therefore, show that 188 actors were = ad- 
mitted to the country, and only 22 emigrated, 
while from July 1, 1925, to March 31, 1924, a 
period of nine months, 883 actors came in and 
only 65 went out. 

The immigration of musicians during March 
remained at the same level maintained during 
January and February. In January, 65 came 
in and 3 went out: in February, 66 came in 
and 7 went out, and in March, 65 came in and 
4 went out. 

The immigration of this class has been a good 
deal heavier than that of actors. For the 
period, July 1, 1923 to March 31, 1,252 mnue- 
siciams have entered the country, and the ase 
tonishingly low number of 5S have departed 
from it. This means that a little over four per 
cent of the number that immigrated to the United 
States hare disembarked from it.

When we parked self and escort in front row 
of the Ritz Theater to see ‘Shooting Shadows 
we hoped that Howard Miller would grace the 
stage frequently with his romantic presence, 
as we had heard that the play was not 
particularly good. 

We had two pleasant surprises. Mr. Miller 
was on the stage all the time and the pla; 
was particularly good, to our way of thinking 

After witnessing shooting shadows, hearing 
revolver shots, singly and in unison, interspersed 
with screams and a walking dead man, it was 
but natural thet we should ask Howard Mille: 
if be was at all superstitious. He replied 
“Yes, about one thing, rehearsals! I can 
never do justice to character portrayal at rm 
hearsal. Last year I was engaged for ‘Th: 
Crooked Square’. After the tenth rehearsal | 
was ‘canned’."’ 

“Bat you did actnally play in ‘The Crooked 
Square’ last season and we thought you were 
so good, and (we were going to say fine look 
ing, but deleted it for the sake of delicacy) 
we placed yon at the top of our List of pros- 
pects to be interviewed."" 

“But that was after Kenneth MacKenna had 
played the part for two weeks,"’ eaid Mr. 
Miller. 

“Your retarn to the cast was a vindication," 
We ventored. 

“But 1 was ‘eanned’ once before at re- 
hearsal,"’ exclaimed Mr. Miller, with an in- 
fectious laugh, 

The laugh trailed off into an avowal that 
altho he is superstitious about reaheareals be 
is a firm believer in good luck because it 
has followed him all his life. His history is a 
good explanation of why he believes in good 
luck. 

Before telling us all about it Mr, Miller in- 
dulged in one of hie wonderful laughs gnd we 
laughed with bim. He was laughing at bis 
first ambition. He had actually planned to 
be a professor of English literature. [ut 
that was because he never entered a theater 
until be was seventeen. Shows didn't vis<i' 
Placer, Calif., where he was born and «pent 
his boyhood. 

“College dramatics, however, spoiled my 
beautiful dream of being a professor of 
English literature,’’ continued Mr, Miller, with 
mock regret. 

“Altho a country boy who never saw a 
dramatic production, at 13 I had an extensive 
knowledge of theatrical history, culled from 
books on the subject. College dramatics 
opened the way to this unexplored but much 
read-about land. later I began thinting 
seriously about going on the stage. In answer 
to my thought the first stroke of good luck 
occurted, 

“The dramatic editor of a newspaper had 
been asked to find a young man te join 
Margaret Anglin’s company at once to play a 
small part in ‘Lady Windermere’s Fan’. Know- 
ing of my interest in a part said dramatic 
editor recommended me, with the result that 
I was given the opportunity to play my first 
part. 

“When that engagement closed luck again 
favored me. This time it was the good fortune 
of playing at the old Alcazar Theater, San 
Francisco, with its grand traditions and 
prestige. Later I came East and appeared 
with Nance O'Neil in ‘The Passion Flower’ 
It was a small part, but it led to the better 
one of juvenile lead with the same company 

“Then followed experiences with shows that 
closed, But it all proved good luck for m: 
taking me to stock engegements in Richmond 
Va., and Toledo, O. Thereafter I began to 
ploy leads in stock Was with Helen Mac- 
iKvellar in Oakland last summer in ‘Back Pa 
and ‘Lawful Larceny’ 

“The biggest thrill of all, tho, was an en- 

igement with Mrs. Leslie Carter in ‘Madam 
X' in the role of the son. Contrary to th 
report that she was temperamental), she proved 
an inspiring association, To me she typified 
ali the fine old traditions of the stage and | 
consider playing with her a great honor."

THOUSANDS ATTEND 


First Stadium Concert of Season—En- 
thusiastic Reception Accorded Phil- 
harmonic Orchestra and Willem 
Van Hoogstraten 


Altho New York was entering on a three- 
day week-end holiday as many business houses 
closed for the week of July 3 and countless 
hundreds left the city’ for the beaches and 
summer resorts, then, too, despite the fact 
that the Democratic convention was still hold- 
ing forth at Madison Square Garden, there were 
almost ten thousand people who attended the 
first concert of‘ the season in the Lewisohn 
Stadium on the evening of July 3. Conductor 
Willem Van Hoogstraten and the Philharmonic 
Orchestra, composed, with but few exceptions, 
of the same personnel as for the winter season 
at Carnegie Hall, were enthusiastically received 
and given the closest attention thruout a pro- 
gram which consisted of Reethoven’s Fifth 
Symphony, Overture-Fantasie **Romeo and 
Juliet’, by Tschaikowsky; Strauss’ “Wiener 
Wald’ Waltz, and the Prelude to ‘‘Die Meister- 
singer’, by Wagner 

The symphony was given in a manner which 
pleased the audience mightily, altho to this 
listener there were times when it was dry and 
lacking in tonal shading and taken at a tempo 
far too slow. Conductor Van Hoogstraten, how- 
ever, gave an excellent reading to the ‘“‘Romeo 
and Juliet’? number, bringing out its many 
beauties in such a manner as to afford keenest 
enjoyment to the audience, which accorded at- 
tention that seemed almost breathless and ap- 
p'auded vociferonsly Strauss’ “Wiener Wala” 
Waltz was given with a verve and rhrthm that 
made it difficult to keep one’s feet still, and 
the program was brought t@ a close with 
Waecner’s Prelude to ‘Die Meistersinger’’ 

The Stadium concerts are an oasis to the 
many New York music lovers who have to re- 
main in the city during the summer. And to 
Adolph Lewisohn, whose generosity made pos- 
sible these concerts during the past several 
summers, thanks in unlimited measure is given 
Tt was he who had the vision to not only see 
the possibilities but the need for concerts in 
the open and then, drawing on his own funds, to 
build the Stadium in order that New York 
might have a suitahle place in which the sym- 
phony concerts could be given at prices enabling 
the clerk on moderate salary, the working man 
as well as the wealthier man to enjoy good 
music in the open air.

For Concerts by Women’s Symphony 
Orchestra in New York Parks 


New York, July 5.—Failnre to recruit a suf 
ficient number of brass and wood-wind instry- 
ment players from the ranks of the local mu- 
sicians’ union resulted this week in the aban- 
donment of the movement to organize an ex 
clusively women's symphony orchestra for ap- 
pearance in the city parks during the current 
summer Following the appropriation of $50.- 
000 by the municipal government for music in 
the city parks during a course of 10 weeks 
beginning July 6, it was planned to include a 
Women's aggregation in the eight bands pro 
vided for in the musical budget. A canvass of 
the union’s women membership disclosed that 
the vast majority were classified as planist 
violinists, cellists and harpists, with a mere 
smattering listed as playing any of the brass 
and wood-wind instruments and the drums. It 
was thru the efforts of the officials of the As 
sociated Musicians of Greater New York. Loca! 
802, of the American Federation of Musicians 
working in co-operation with the local labor 
trades council, that the $50,900 appropriat 
was obtained from the city treasurr The 
fund, it is estimated, will give employment to 
at least 490 musicians.

“Scandals” of George White is the best 
be has produced. The one item in which 
some of its predecessors have been superior is 
comedy. In this show proper material will 
have to be prepared for the excellent staff 
of ‘“‘comics’’ if Mr. White wishes to get 
the maximum yield from their efforts. 


There is one striking novelty in the show in 
which, by the manipulation of lights, all colors 
on the stage disappear from scenery and 
costumes. The back drop loses its design and 
girls, in colored union suits, become nude 
figures. This is a similar effect to one used 
‘n “The Greenwich Village Follies’’ in 1921, 
‘ho it is done so much better here that it 
‘nay fairly be called a novelty. Then there 
“re quantities of metal fabrics and laces used 
‘or drapes and costumes to remarkably good 
“ffect. In richness this ‘‘Scandals’* surpasses 
‘he others of the series, 


The music is superior stuff, too. George 
Sershwin has turned out the most consistently 
gzood score he has written so far. There is a 
real musical quality in some of his songs, yet 
all the elements which make for popularity 
have been retained. B. G. DeSylva has con- 
tributed not a few novel lyrics to these and 
unless I am mistaken we will be shaking our 
feet to several of the ‘‘Scandals’? numbers dur- 
ing the summer. 

With a sightly production, a host of pretty 
girls, tunefal music and literate lyrics, it is 
too bad the producer did not pay more at- 
tention to his comedy. He kas the people 
to do it. Handicapped as they were, the 
comedians managed to get laughs. Someone 
with a long memory picked out an ancient 
bit or two which superior playing made appear 
better than they were. Thus we saw a 
burlesque on ‘‘Abie’s Irish Rose’, where they 
used the old one about sleeping with the baby, 


and another scene where the disappointed 
prima donna, about to commit suicide because 
a manager had said her voice was rotten, 


meets his rival, sings for him and is promptly 
shot by him.

A PLAY OF THE ORIENT 


SALMA, by L. CRANMER-BYNG. 

Fifth avenue, New York City. $1.50. 

Strictly speaking, perhaps SALMA is not a play of the Orient, since Cintra, the city in 
which the action takes place, is in Portugal. But it is laid during the time of the Moorish 
invasion and the characters are Orientals. Further, the author is steeped in Oriental ways 
of expression and mode of thought and the whole drama impresses one as being authentically 
Lastern. 

It is a sad tale, but a fine one, that MR, CRANMER-BYNG tells in SALMA. He uses 
as a motto a line of Hafiz, ‘“‘The beauty of the season of youth returns again to the meadows”, 
and weaves a romance of the love of Salma, a girl in a troupe of strolling players, for Sham- 
suddin, a lute player, with this as its underlying philosophy. 

SALMA contains much that is pure poesy, the sort of poetry that one finds in much 
Oriental writing; its images are finely wrought; its situations are interesting and the creation 
of the characters is along lifelike lines, If you like the Oriental manner of painting a word 
picture you have a treat in store for you in SALMA; if you are interested solely in the play 
as a play you will also be pleased. I am of the opinion that SALMA would find a good reception 
in many of our art and little theaters. With the use of draperies the attings could be 
managed easily; costuming should present no great difficulty; the parts could be successfully 
managed by good amateur players. In fact, a play such as SALMA is generally exsier of 
production than a one-act comedy, since serious drama can be managed with less finesse of 
playing than comedy or farce. To both reader and to intending producer I heartily recom- 
mend SALMA.

Those who have read LAURENCE BINYON’S poems will be vastly entertained by his 
drama, AYULI. Those who have not will be equally entertained and they will probably look 
p his poems after reading it. 

BINYON hos written a splendid romantic play in AYULI. There is the color of the 
Orient in it, there is great beauty and his blank verse is masterly.

My advice to such of them as value good poetry and interesting drama is to get 
a copy of AYULI and enjoy it themselves. I do not think this play would have an appeal to 
1 large public. The little theaters might tackle it with good results, but it is a bit too

AYULI, as well as the other plays in the BRITISH DRAMA LEAGUE PLAYS, is the sort 
of work that might easily lie in manuscript unless this institution saw that the y reached the 
printed stage. In this they are dolng a work which merits the gratitude of all with the interest 
of the drama truly at heart, The art theaters should be particularly grateful for their volume 
of one-act plays which takes its title from the first one in it, DOUBLE DEMON, by A. P.

New York, July 4.—Wendell Phillips Dodge 
announces the first play offering of the new 
theatrical season of 1924-1925 in the American 
premiere of one of the most famons of all old 
English melodramas, “Sweeney Todd, The 
Barber of Fleet Street, or, The String of 
Pearls’, in the Frazee Theater Wednesday eve- 
ning, July 16. Mr. Dodge's initial production 
of the new season will be a big donble bill, so 
to speak, as he announces also that he will 
follow the performance of “Sweeney Todd" 
with the first American production of the oldest 
burlesque operetta in the English languace, 
dating back to the time of ‘The Beggar's 
Opera"’.

centuries, ‘‘Bombastes Furioso’’. Both plays 
will be presented by Mr. Dodge exactly as 
originally produced at the Theater Royal 
Covent Garden, and at the Britannia Theater, 
London, two hundred and one hundred years ago, 
respectively.

A member of the “hornet Equity has just 
resigned, claiming thst the association has 
been of no valne to her in that she has never 
had a claim to be collected by the Chorus 
Lquity. This member has been in the profes- 
sion just one year—but even this hardly ex- 
euses the lack of intelligence with which she 
views the situation. If she remains in the 
profession a lifetime and never has a claim to 
bring to the association she has profited by its 
work. She rehearsed four weeks instead of 
seven or eight—which she would have done 
under pre-Equity conditions. Her shoes and 
stockings were provided by the management— 
sleepers were paid for, extra performances 
were paid for and she received more than 
the $25 which was the average salary before 
the strike. These are only a few of the 


benefits which were hers. When this was 
explained to her, she said, “Ob, yes, but I 
never worked for $25 and 7 received all those 
benefits before I joined.”” Of course snc did— 
but the Equity was in eristeneo before she 
jeined and thonr.ods of men and women of 
the profession heG fought for those conditions 
which were ners for the asking. As to the 
$25—that is not a prebisteri- salary paid when 
a de‘lar and twice the vatue it has now. It 
was paid in 19's—when prices were at the peak 
and living conditions were more 2xyvensive than 
now. Mem*ers of the Actors’ Kyu ty complain 
about jus this attitude fiom -:hr-us people. 
The moicrity of Actors’ Equity members were 
in the business before the sitike—tiey fought 
for the present conditions and naturally it 
irritates them when chorus people, who bene- 
ftieo by their work but suffered nothing be- 
cause they have had three years’ experience at 
most, take such a stand. We have thousands 
of intelligent, ¢hinking members who kt »w what 
Equity has done—it is up to those me obers to 
see that the amateurs who work side by side 
with them do not make their organization ap- 
pear ridiculous to the veterans of 1919.

We must confess a personal sentiment for 
Mr. Cobb, considering that we started bim in 
the business a number of years ago, by craduat- 
ing him from a college dramatic club, where be 
was best known as a ‘‘Ieading lady’’.. As he 
showed some signs of being stagestruck we 
told him all the hard-luck stories about the 
stage we could think of and advised him to be 
a teacher and to live a sheltered life under 
cap and gown. He started out bravely to 
follow this advice, but his wires crossed in 
the vicinity of Boston, for he lived sufficiently 
near the city to see the Jewet Players week 
after week, Mr. Cobb sold his cap and gown 
for a dime and bought a ticket for Salt Lake 
City to play in stock. Here he met Mr. 
Olsen and his associates and for once in his 
life be was happy. At Norwich, Conn., we 
saw him on the professional stage for the 
first time, and we were not half ashamed of 


Mr. Olsen and his company is a sort of 
“university extension’’ of the Theater Guild, 
not in an official capacity but in artistic in- 
dependence and sincerity, and Mr. Olsen has 
proved that the better thing can be done 
wherever a man has the initiative and business 
energy to put over an ideal. Mr. Olsen believes 
that the open country is just as good for the 
artistic soul as the Broadway pavements. He 
therefore went home to Utah and went to 
work. He built up his own circuit from Salt 
Lake City to Seattle, Wash. He has made his 
venture pay from the start and last year he 
was so successful that he doubled his bookings 
for the coming season. In this open territory 
he was able to play “Jane Clecg"’, “Mr. Pim 
Passes By” and “Beyond the Horizon’, a pretty 
respectable repertory for a cireuit which is 
accustomed to annual visits of such plays as 
“The Bat’’ and “The Cat and the Canary’. 
Next season Mr. Olsen will play ‘‘Kempy”’, 
“You and I’ and Shakespeare's “Taming of 
the Shrew’. It is interesting to talk to a 
manager of a personally built-up circuit who 


has “Aren’t We All"’, “Outward Bound’ and 
Plays of this order uv his sleeve for future 
use. Furthermore, Mr. Olsen and his associates 
seemed much happier artistically and less 
worried about a contract than half the 
actors I know who have camped on Broadway 
for bread, butter, honor and satisfaction. One 
satisfaction of the actor is to enjoy the art of 
self-expression and the Olsen players seem to 
have created the right environment for enjoying 


young 


that art. They are killing two birds with one 
stone, for they are not only taking care of 
themselves, but educating audiences to their 
own ideals. The chautauqua is fortunate in 


having the services of such a_ well-organized 


and self-disciplined company. It is hard to 
make these actors believe that a New Yorker 
can appreciate their efforts, but in their far- 


off circuit they forget how ordinary and un- 
prophetic the New York drama frequently is. 


And so our advice to Mr. Olsen is to forget 
Broadway and rejoice in his blue sky. Let 
the other fellow eat at Child's Restaurant 


and pay the price for his occasional thrill at 
a Broadway opening. There is honest work to 
be done to the last end of undiscovered circuit. 

“The Blue Bandanna”’ has done something for 
Sidney Blackmer and Mr. Blackmer has done 
something for it. “The Moon Flower” 
us occasion to speak sharply of Mr. Blackmer’s 
work, We thovght he was not growing as fast 
as he should. and we picked him to pieces 
without regard to his feelings. We wish to 
testify om the spot that Mr. Blackmer takes 
criticism as graciously as anyone in New York. 
I supposed that “‘The Moon Flower” review 
would be the end of our speaking acquaintance, 
but instead of that Mr. Blackmer called up 
on the telephone to say that he understood how 
the performance made just the impression that 
it did. The only thing that made him uneasy 
was the insinuation that he was not devoting 
sufficient thought to his work and making 
sufficient effort to overcome his defects. He 
had some explanations to offer regarding his 
work in “The Moon Flower’, both regarding 
the play as a play and differences of opinion 
about handling it in the theater, but these 
explanations were incidental and the rea! pur- 
pose of Mr. Blackmer’s conversation was to 
allay any suspicions that he was becoming lazy 
or self-satisfied. 

In view of that conversation I was especially 
interested in seeing “The Blue Bandanna”’, 
which gives Mr. Blackmer a whole evening on 
the stage with attention centered chiefly 
upon him. One suspects in this play that Mr. 
Blackmer is given considerable freedom and in- 
dependence in handling his two parts as they 
alternate scene by scene. Viewing Mr. Black 
mer in this play, as a young and growing 
actor, his work is commendable. He gives an 
engaging performance thruout the evening and 
the qualities of his personality that always 
seemed promising of some fine fruition are 
again in evidence. Mr. Blackmer never stood 
better or handled himself with more certainty 
that he does in this play. There is a ring of 
purpose in his voice stronger than he has 
showed in other parts this season and his 
body has a poise and alertness that has some- 
times been lacking on other occasions. His 
voice has some of its old charm in both 
characters, a charm that has been one of Mr. 
Blackmer’s first claims to serious attention. 
There is an unconscious and unforced sincerity 
in Mr. Blackmer that I have always banked on. 
For that reason a good deal of his work has 


gave 


gone over the footlights, even when some of 
the externals of his art have been neglected 
“The Blue Bandanna’’ would offer attractions 


to a Lowell Sherman and provides opportunities 
for many of Mr. Sherman’s external perfections 
Mr. Blackmer is not a Lowell Sherman actor 
and never will be. His inward sincerity and 
feeling for the thing is Mr. Blackmer’s best 
guide to characterization and to acting and 
he will be wise to keep to his color in this 
respect. 

In fact I think some of Mr. Blackmer’s ap- 
parent failures have been due to a valuable 
quality within him. In my personal contact 
with actors some of the most sincere and 
genuinely earnest actors sre the slowest to de-

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Art in Costuming 


LINES AND THEIR, EFFECT, 
ON THE STAGE COSTUME 

When costumes for a certain production are 
being considered by the designer it is neces- 
sary to first gain a perspective of the scheme 
of things by reading the manuscript of the 
play. If it is a musical show be groups the 
ballet or dancing costume as a thing of deli- 
cate, abbreviated lines and dainty colors The 
ingenue chorus costumes are thought out in 
terms of soft curves and bouffancy, lines which 
graciously conceal the angularity of the unde 
veloped figure or emphasize the soft curves of 
youth The principal's gown, like those of 
the show girl's, is a thing of long, sweeping 
nes, suggesting sophistication There may be 
a cabaret scene, calling for costumes of bold, 
daring lines, elaborate trimmings and gay col- 
ors. Carnival costumes, too, come within this 
last designation. The masquerade costume, 
altho following fancy’s dictates, must be suf- 
ficiently bold in color scheme to distinguish the 
wearer—it is here that novelty of line counts. 


LINES SHOULD BF BASED 
ON BODY’S STRUCTURE 

The contour or structure of the buman body 
itself should, of course, determine the lines of 
the costume. One of the first lessons in the art- 
of costume is taken from the human skeleton 

The student is told that there are three 
rigid parts of the body—the skull, the ribs 
and hips. The more or less flexible parts of 
the body are neck, spine (in the region of the 
hips), arms and legs. With these parts firmly 
fixed in mind the student is invited to ex 
periment with the jointed doll which is part of 
every studio until be or she realizes that s 
stage costume (or any other costume) to be a 
thing of true beauty must not in any war 
terfere with the free and easy action of the 
less rigid sections of the body. 

Of course, there have been violations on the 
stage of these rules, for the sake of startling 
effects, but such costumes are confined to the 
show girl. who does not enter into the activ: 
scheme of things, but is more or,less a display 
figure. Sometimes the active star indulges in 
such an effect, necessitating the removal of the 
‘Inactive’’ part of the costume, gq disillusion ng 
act, to our mind. Clothes that do not appear 
to advantage when the wearer is in action 
should never be considered for stage use, ex- 
cept in a slow-moving spectacle of a Biblical 
nature perhaps. The wise designer is well 
aware of this and when he carries out his idea 
n a colored sketch be shows the costume on a 
figure in action. 


FINDING THE LINF 
OF PERFECT BEAUTY 

One of the most important things learned br 
the student of costume design is the location 
of the line of beanty. This is something that 
every well-informed actress knows It has to 
do with correct posture, placing the weight on 
one foot and using the other for a balance. 
This creates a line of artistic opposition. The 
shoulder is held im @ reverse position to the 
hip line, higher on the side of the lower hip 
and lower on the side of the higher hip. This 
cives an S contour to the center line of the 
figure, known as the line of beauty. The throat, 
as you know, is posed exactly above the center 
of the foot upon which the weight is supported 
Thus the amounts ef bone and muscle are 
equalized on both sides of the vertical Ifne of 
gravity The more the figure curves to one 
side at its center the farther the hand and foot 
on the opposite side appear from the body. This 
is the law of position governing the position of 
the jointed doll, with the body inclining in the 
direction to which the face is turned. Knowing 
that the cultured actress is well aware of the 
‘ine of beauty and utilizes it to the best of her 
ibility, the designer creates his costumes in 
deference to this observance. 

The vertical line has a most peculiar effect tn 
costuming and will be considered in our next 
step.

normal being, and that exhibitions of naked- 
ness, of sensual dances and indecent words and 
actions are chiefly an appeal to the animal 
nature of the audience. Group and adorn these 
girls as you will, surround them with draperies 
and settings, the fact remains that the sexual 
appeal is there, and that the audience cannot 
escape it even if it would. That the murmurs 
and titters and chuckles of the audience in- 
dicate no great desire to avoid it is beside the 
mark; it could not if it wanted to. In the 
same way, the truth carries with it no com- 
pulsion for being told, and the fact that a 
thing is true is no argument whatever for 
Presenting it on the dramatic stage for the en- 
tertaipment of the general public. That there 
are degenerates and perverts is unhappily true; 
that men and women will sell themselves for 
the basest of all base purposes is also true, 
and that countless tragedies arise out of these 
vicious and degenerate acts must be admitted, 
but all this carries no argument whatever that 
such subjects are suited for dramatic presenta- 
tion. To contend as much would be alike false 
and foolish. 

Despite the fact that these various produc- 
tions have roused storms of protest in recent 
years, the managers and producers seem bent 
on continuing to present them So bold and 
brazen have they been, in fact, that there is 
a growing sentiment in favor of curbing them 
by law if it is not to be achieved in any other 
way. Oddly enough, there is only one other 
method proposed, and that is by the actors 
themselves. It is commonly said by those of 
the profession that the time must come when 
Equity itself will forbid the appearance of 
girls im less than a minimum of decent cos- 
tume, and when the actors themselves will be 
able to forbid the production of the baser 
forms of obscene and profane drama. Mean- 
while, however, there is a growing demand on 
the part of the public for some force or an- 


thority with power to check the rising tide of 
nakedness and indecency, and the name of this 
power is CENSORSHIP. Can the theater es- 
cape censorship? 

Before we attempt to answer this question, it 
would be well to remind ourselves concerning 
some censorships that have been already es- 
tablished. In every case it will be found 
that the censorships, or prohibitions, or regula- 
tions, or whatever one chooses to call them, 
have been brought about as a direct result of 
abuses within the business itself. It has been 
the -conduct of ract-track touts, the faking of 
races, and the whole fraud and cheating and 
swindling of the track that has made racing 
an outlawed sport in so many States. What 
Was it brought about prohibition except the 
blind and blundering conduct of the saloon 
men, the distillers and the brewers themselves? 
Why are the railroads so hampered and beset 
with rules and regulations today? Because the 
public has never forgotten that the maxim of 
one great railroad king was “The public be 
damned”. And finally, what in the world 
brought about the present censorship of the 
movies except the bull-headed blundering of 
the producers who persisted in presenting muck 
and smut, vulgarity and indecency, in the un- 
folding of their stories. 

The thing that all these groups have failed 
to realize is that the nomber of decent people 
outnumbers the indecent, and the honest ont- 
weigh the dishonest. There is a certain stand- 
ard of morals and decency established in so- 
ciety, and those who persist in violating it 
will ultimately pay the penalty. Every brewer 
and distiller will agree to that now, just as 
will every film magnate and every prize-fight 
promoter. 


There is no more false and foolish fallacy 
than the popular theory that reforms are in- 
stigated by short-haired women and long-haired 
men. The cartoonist’s conception, and one 
that theatrical people, apparently, have been 
quite willing to accept, is that the world con- 
tains a certain number of gaunt and prying 
busrbodies who spend all their time, like Satan 
himself, in going about and seeking whom they

cause. If you will consider half a dozen in 
stances in which regulation and prohibition 
have been established, you will realize tlt 


the censorship has been brought about by t 
insolent stupidity with which certain indi 
viduals have persisted in flouting outraged taste 
and decency in various communities. 

The recent demand for a child-labor amene 
ment to the Constitution has come about thru 
the greedy insistence of certain manufacturers 
on the exploitation of children. The federa! 
law against lynching has arisen by reason of 


these frequent acts of violence in certain 
States. It is the automobile hog who makes 
the speed cop a necessity, and it is those 


cabarets which willfully violate the laws which 
are awarded the decoration of the federal pad- 
lock. In short, the old saying that there is 
no law for honest men applies to every sort 
of business, for those who respect publie opin 
ion, custom, morality and religion are seldom 
made the targets for cranks and reformers 

You may talk as long as you please about 
the artistic merits of a living curtain, the 
fact remains that there are enough sober and 
decent people in the world to outvote you, and 
sooner or later there will be a censor to say 
what may be presented and what may not. In 
the same way, you may argue as you please 
about solving the problems of illegitimacy or 
degeneracy by a dramatic presentation on the 
stage; there are enough people who resent such 


clinical discussions to prevent them, and the 
result will be that a censor wil! dictate and 
supervise every dramatic production in the 


country. This is not pleasant, and it is not 
desirable, but it is true, just the same 

The answer to our question, therefore, ‘‘Can 
the theater escape censorship?’’, rests with the 
managers and producers themselves. It can, 
provided it reforms and cleans its draggled 
skirts in time. Once let the managers forego 
their petty profit gained by smut and dirt, and 
the answer will be easy. That legs and liquor 
are not necessary for success has been abun- 
dantly proven by the long record of hits, from 


“The Bird’ thru ‘“‘Irene’* and “Lightnin’ ”’ 
and ‘“‘The First Year’, to “Wildflower’’ and 
“Poppy” and “‘Seventh Heaven’. But if the 
men at the head will persist in giving the 
public just a few more living curtains and 
naked fountains, together with a few more 
Nauseous and pornographic messes like ‘“‘The 


God of Vengeance”’ and its ilk, then censor- 
ship will follow as the night the day. and the 
theater, or more properly the managers and 
the producers and the playwrights. wi!! have no- 
body in the world to blame but themselves for 
their folly and their stupidity.

But seldom does she get an assignment 
for our home material, and that’s where the 
“men up above’ lack their own driving power 
They are afraid to buy newspaper = space 
Timidity is their abiding curse.

They will tell you ther 
know their own business best and when you 
write these things about them they start 
grousing. 


Anent Rodeo “Champions” 

J. L. Butler, president of the Canadian Cow- 
boy Contest Managers’ Association, wrote from 
Alberta, Canada, under date of May 29, to 
Chas. B. Cochran, in part, as follows: 

“Owing to a press story given out by 
sentatives of the Cochran Rodeo, stating that 
the riders who left the Canadian Nortlwest 
for London had been selected by the associa- 


repre- 


tion governing cowboy sport in Oanada_ to 
represent the Dominion there, we would appre 
ciate very much if you would publish the cor 
revt facts of the case. 

“Canada is not being officially represented at 
the advertised ‘World's Championship’ cow 
boy contest, to be held at the stadium in Lon 
don in June, regardless of the fact that a few 
riders from Canada were selected by A. P 
Day, the American representative of the Coch 
ran interests. who also selected cattle from 
Canada for the contest. The cattle do not rep 
resent anything like the best type of Canadian 
cattle, neither do the riders selected represent 
Canada's best. 

“This association represents the majority of 
districts in Canada that hold cowboy sports 
This association is for the best interests of cow- 
boy sport everywhere, but firmly believes that 


in order for contests to be held in London, or” 


anywhere that could legitimately confer the 
title ‘World Champion’ upen any exponent so 
that the title would be recognized as such, that 
contestants should be the recognized best talent 
in the various lines of the sport from everr 
country that indulges in these daring sports. 

“Tt also believes that some mutual un- 
derstanding should be arrived at by repre- 
sentatives of each of these countries as to 
the rules, etc., to be used in the various events 
that would be a basis where judgment could 
be rendered, so as to honestly decide the best 
in each event at such a contest, and first 
agree upon who are the very best in each event 
at such a contest in the various lines in the 
different districts of the country, so that in 
the final showing the representative would be 
their officially acknowledged best exponent of 
the various sports. 

This association has nothing aginst Messrs. 
Cochran or Austin, and trust that their coming 
rodeo will be a credit to cowboy sport the world 
over; that they will present a good, clean show 
that will do much to stimulate the public in- 
terest in the sport by all who witness it. 

“The Cochran interests have gone to con 
siderable expense to advertise this as qa ‘“‘World 
Championship’ event and in their publicity 
campaign clearly indicate that, altho they ex- 
pect contestants to enter from all countries, the 
entire direction is in the hands of Mr. Austin, 
who has selected American judges, American 
rules, ete., to govern all competitions. Out- 
side of mentioning that Canada, Mexico, Aus- 
tralia and the Argentine will be represented, as 
well as the United States, it is quite evident 
that the publicity campaign refers generally 
to American contestants, both individually and 
collectively, in fact almost exclusively. Need- 
less to say such publicity does not lend to any 
gteat enthusiasm among contestants from other 


qountries, who regard themselves as being a 
sort of an afterthought in the general scheme 
of things. 


“Insofar as Canada is concerned the official 
Canadian championship contest is being held 
at Calgary, Alberta, July 7 to 12, when the 
Canadian Provincial championship titles will 
be contested for. It is quite evident that we 
can not be expected to neglect our own es- 
tablished celebration, which is recognized as 
official in Canada, to go to the London show 
when there is nothing official about it. It is 
not recognized as such in Canada. and certainly 
not by the standard established contests of this 
nature in the United States. 

“Regarding the few men from the Canadian 
Northwest who were selected by Mr. Day for 
the Cochran show and went over to “‘represent"’ 
Canada, the selection was made by Mr. Day; 
certainly no one here who has anything to do 
with this association had anything to do with 
the selection. There can be no doubt that the 
Cochran bunch considered Pete Vandemere a 
good advertising feature, owing to the fact 
that he was winner here last year. 

“Vandemere is well aware that, according to 
the rules under which he won his title, he 
must be present at Calgary July 7 to 12 to 
defend his title or forfeit it. He is also aware 
that he is not officially representing Canada. 
either in London or at any other contest that 
is not officially affiliated with this association. 

“We hope that the proposed organization of 
American managements to officially govern the 
sport in the United States will be formed this 
summer, as we feel sure that this is the only 
way recognized championships can ever be de- 
cided. We are also hoping that the other 
countries will form such an association. 

“We hope that the time will come when a 
real recognized ‘World's Championship’ con-

ONDON, June 13.—Often threatened, hinted 
and discussed, the rival organization tu 
the Actors’ Association was definitely 
paugurated last Friday, behind closed doors at 
the Criterion Restaurant. 

As I briefly reported in a cable last week, 
the authorities responsible for this new departure 
refused many A. A. members admittance. 
Gbert Hall. the assistant secretary, was 
turned out and wae informed that attendance 
at the meeting was by invitation only. It 
would seem then that this managerially con- 
ceived and promoted meeting was going to do 
good to actors and actresses by such stealth 
that actors and actresses must not know of it. 
It sounds suspiciously like a new form of confi- 
dence trick. Imagine the dialog. 

Confidence Trickster: ‘‘Now, my dear actor, 
rou know how well disposed all managers are 
to you—bow anxious for your moral, mental, 
physical and, particularly, economic uplift." 

Actor: “Afraid not! Never noticed it.” 

Cc. T.: “Why, dear old thing, haven't they 
rejected the A. A. Touring Contract, that 
Bolshevistic scrap of Red paper?” 

Actor: ‘“‘But—” 

C. T. (Throwing dust in the actors eyes): 
“Now just wait outside here while I go into 
the Criterion Restaurant. Few friends inside 
there; such well-meaning lads. Hutchinson, 
Benson, Casson. They're awfully keen to help 
you. If you'll just lend me your credit, good 
will, subscription, moral support, ete.—in fact 
all the contents of your wallet—that will show 
your faith in me."’

We Americans as individuals do not 
stop to analyze why we patronize 
certain places of amusement as our 
preference, yet back of these popular 
amusement palaces lie scientific princi- 
ples which draw the public to their 
box-offices like a powerful magnet. 


Entomologists claim it is the same 
irresistible influence of light over the 
insect world which draws them to a 
strong are light at night and also 
nfluences human beings to a great 
extent. 

The various systems of personal 
appeal to different classes of humanity 

tricks they might be called—are as 
old as our nation, yet many managers 
simply conduct their places of amuse- 
ment on the lines of least resistance; 
they follow a certain policy because 
some other manager has been success- 
ful by those methods, perhaps under 
far diffgrent existing conditions, yet 
for every dollar which the public pays 
into the box-office, there is a REASON; 
there is some appeal which coaxed that 
doliar from the patron. 

The smart little Japs who establish 
the very elaborate chop suey cafes in 
this country well know the value of 
color and light in their interiors and 
also how to utilize the mirror at every 
available place, for the mirror has a 
strong, silent appeal, not only thru our 
vanity, but because it reflects light and 
Sives a feeling of expanse to the room. 

In the wet days one’s appetite for 
certain brands of liquor was not the 
only appeal to the saloons, for the 
saloons of yore invariably were very 
colorful in their decorations and had 
a long plate-glass mirror facing the 
customers, over the bar, which vain 
men liked to stand and gaze into by 
the hour while they slid their money 
across the bar; there was a strong 
silent appeal to those old bar-room 
mirrors. 


Fat the modern photoplay thea- 
ter is about the last word in 

amusement fineness, beautiful 
examples of architecture with every 
modern appointment, wonderful pipe 
organs, an organized army of the 
country’s master musicians. The 
world’s finest pictures are justly to be 
boasted of today by many managers, 
and they are to be complimented upon 
the high standard which they have 
established within a remarkably short 
time; yet many managers of these fine 
cinema palaces have overlooked 
great public appeal, “color and light”, 
in their presentations. 

To sit for one and one-half or two 
hours in a partly darkened auditorium 
with the eyes steadily focused on a 
gray picture of absorbing interest is 
like sitting at a one-course dinner 
without flowers or wine on the table, 
for without these trimmings a banquet 
would probably seem offensive and 
crude to cultured guests, and so with 
color and light in modern photoplay 
presentation, it not only adds variety 
in interest and rest to the eyes, but 
when properly handled by an expert it 
irresistibly appeals to an intelligent

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Circuits Give Public 
Benefit of Tax Cut 


Small Theaters and Independent Ex- 
hibitors Forced To Follow Suit, 
Altho They Carried Tax 
Burden 


New York, July 5.—The ending of the ten 
per cent tax on theater admissions up to 50 
cents at twelve o'clock Wednesday night precip 
itated a situation which is admittedly working 
2 hardship upon hundreds of exhibitors thruout 
the country, especially in the Middle West and 
Northwest. 

In numerous cases exhibitors have been charg- 
ing prices for tickets and tax which amounted 
to what they really should have received for 
admission alone. For the past two years ex- 
hibitors in many sections have operated under 
conditions which have in many cases left them 
no profit In order to keep going at all they 
have had to absorb the tax themselves. To 
these exhibitors the tax reduction seemed the 
only way in which they could recoup their 
losses and begin to get their heads above water. 
With picture rentals constantly increasing and 
the public showing a growing demand for better 
and more costly films, these theaters have been 
unable to get high enough admission prices to 
~eep up. 

With the admission tax off hundreds of ex- 
tibitors saw ac 
‘o cover the amount of the eliminated tax, in- 
rease their income, give better programs and 
mprove their lot all around. 

The large circuits thruout the country. how- 
ever, have placed a serious obstacle in the way. 
blocking this reasonable intention for the time 
being at least. These circuits being able to 
operate more profitably under any set of cir- 
cumstances than the independent exhibitor, have 
taffen off the tax, giving the public the full 
benefit of the reduction. In many cases the 
circuits are in a position to do this withont los- 
ing anything, as many of them had anticipated 
the tax ent several months ago by increasing 
their ticket costs. 

The independent exhibitors who are opposed 
to the large circuits are forced to follow the 
action of the latter. Thus they are in no bet- 
ter a position than if the tax had not been 
dropped. 

In New York the Keith, Loew. Moss and 
Proctor houses have given the public the bene- 
fit of the tax reduction The Famons Plarers- 
Lasky Circuit has done likewise in all its 
honses thruout the country. So has the Row- 
land & Clark Circnit in Western Pennsylvania 
The Balaban & Katz Circuit in Cheago and T 
linois towns has dropped the tax amount. Prac- 
tically every large cir: t has done the sam 
Many independent exhibitors who must get 
more money for admissions or go out of busi- 
ness feel that they can do nothing at present 
but intend raising prices slightly in the fall.

It Strikes Me— 


T begins to look as tho the principal reason for the employment of Will 

Hays and his entourage of captains, majors and colonels was to throw up 

a breastwork of respectability from behind which the prominent producers 
could, with lessened danger of public resentment, send out the suggestively 
titled, catchpenny pictures which are the easiest road to financial success—if 
they can be gotten away with—for the inefficient. Certainly. the kind of 
salacity displayed in the titles of most of the Famous Players-Lasky pic- 
tures, and, in a lesser degree, those of a few other companies, is anything but 
convincing testimony that the producers, as Mr. Hays declared, were cleaning 
up the industry themselves. 

Mr. Adolph Zukor and Mr. Jesse Lasky, of Famous Players, for per- 
mitting the use of the titles which adorn their “Famous Forty” for the new 
season, are dealing the motion picture industry a blow which will do more to 
lower its standing than a half dozen Hollywood scandals. They are guilty 
of treachery, nothing less. For their attitude there is no criticism too harsh. 
Thex are once more providing ammunition for those who would have the 
world believe that the motion picture industry is breaking down the morals 
of the country’s youth. 

There are those who eagerly seize the ready-made material placed in 
their hands by Famous Playérs-Lasky and rush to the fore with the cry that 
the industry is controlled by Jews and Catholics, and that these Jews and 
Catholics are out to capitalize sex, without regard for the results it mayw have 
among the young. Thus race prejudice and religious bigotry are offered an 
opportunity to aid in the ruination of the motion picture industry’s standing. 
Of course, it is untrue that every Jew and every Catholic in the industry is 
alike in this respect. There are a number of companies, important ones, which 
are owned by Jews and Catholics, which can be cited as examples of the 
clean side of the medal. Take Universal, for one; its programs are notably 
clean, with no suggestive titles and naked-woman advertising. Fox has a 
pretty good record, too. There are others that can be pointed out, too. 

Yet the people who seek only to run down the motion picture industry 
and the people at its head look no further than the first batch of smut that 
catches the eye. At present there is being circulated thruout the country 
a leaflet, reprinted from a “reform” sheet called The American Standard, 
which, using the “Famous Forty” titles and advertisements as_ subject 
matter, may do much to harm the industry unfairly. There is no excuse for 
making a religious, racial issue out of the case, but these vicious zealots need 
no excuse. For the sins of Zukor and Lasky the entire industry is beaten 


and kicked about. 
* * * * 


It is my impression that the industry greatly overestimates the value of 
the titles of pictures to the box-office. Looking back over the hit pictures of 
recent years, it is surprising to note the absence among them of what are 
known as snappy, provocative titles. There is nothing particularly sexy 
about “The Miracle Man”, or “Tol'able David", or “The Covered Wagon”, or 
“Over the Hill’, yet it seems as tho this lack of suggestiveness was no obstacle 
to success at the box-office. 

On the face of the matter, it seems obvious that the producer with a poor 
picture takes refuge in fabricating an over-the-border title to camouflage 
the low entertainment value of his feature. The good picture needs no red 
light to attract attention. It needs no newspaper cuts and posters of half- 
draped women. If it is good it soon becomes known to the public, and the 
box-office registers its popular appeal whether a picture is called “The Enemy 


Sex” or “The Salamander”.

DR. COLLEDGE WRITES ABOUT 
LECTURERS 


The Billboard has frequently spoken of the 

tendency of many lecturers to be content 
with one lecture and ceasing to grow when 
that one becomes a success. I believe that 
there is no greater danger threatening the 
professional lecturer today than that atrophy 
often seems to come with success 
platform.

upon the 


Dr. William Colledge, of the Redpath Bureau, 


said a very true thing recently in an article 
in The Emerson Quarterly, entitled ‘‘Lecturing 
Vocation or Avocation’’. He says many in- 
teresting things in the article. But the thing 
1 particularly wish to repeat is as follows: 
“The writer more and more has come to the 
conclusion that the chautauqua lecturer should 
find im his lecture work an avocation rather 


than a vocation. 
“The professional lecturer who devotes all bis 


time to lecturing is liable not to progress and 
not to give new thoughts each year. He is 
very liable to develop a ‘canned’ lecture, and it 


is fairly true to state that in the chautauqua 
field, unlike many other fields, the experienced 
man gradually will tind mself in less and 
less demand. He often bas a repertoire of 
only one or two lectures which, tn fact, fre- 
quently are practically the same in thought, 
and more audiences from year to year have 
heard these lectures and do not require to hear 


them again.” 

If the following paragraphs are correct, and 
I believe they are, then the professional lecturer 
must need study constantly if he would keep 
up in his chosen field. He says: 


“The public man who comes to chautauqua 
Sudiences for a month or six weeks, or even 
three or four months occasionally, brings a 
neW Message each vear, because he has been 


developing since he last appeared on the plat- 
form, and at the same time he keeps in touch 
with what the American people in his audiences 
thinking on public affairs. 
“I would say that for the 
any given field, who can lecture in- 
terestingly on the work of that field, there 
is a tremendous opportunity on the lecture 
platform if platform work continues as 
adjunct and is not made a vocation in itself 

“This does not mean that all professional 
lecturers are doomed to find their work un- 
satisfactory and unremunerative, but the pro- 
fessional lecturer is confronted with big dif- 
ficulties and only very few such lecturers can 
survive. 

“The evidence of reports going over a num-

Delays in Distributing Contracts 

Since June 1 we have been busy with other 
things besides law suits and routing business. 
We especially refer to the many different forms 
of new contracts to be printed. 

The minimum two weeks’ notice contract 
was ready for distribution June 1. Since then 
we have had to get out an Independent Run- 
of-the-Play, anf: Independent Minimum, and 
various others. The M. P. A. Run-of-the-Play 
is now in the printers’ hands. 

All these new contracts are much longer 
than the old ones and are very difficult to make 
accurate. Even after the proofs have been 
received they must go thru ovr hands and 
lawyers’ hands two or three times before they 
are ready to be printed. With all this care 
we realize that they will have to be corrected 
in minor typographical and phrasing details 
again and again before they are entirely satis- 
factory. Indeed, the first set of contracts for 
the independent managers had to be destroyed 
because of a change in policy. 

Tho long, our members will be interested in 
reading every clause. 

We heard that John Drew asked bis niece, 
Georgie Drew Mendum, if she had seen one 
of the new contracts and that she replied: 
“Seen one! Why, Uaele John, I've tried to 
carry one—it makes an election ballet look 
like a visiting card.”’
